Race’s Final Push Begins 


McCain vows bipartisanship in accepting GOP nomination 


ST. PAUL, MINN. I John McCain, a Vietnam 
POW turned political rebel, launched his fall 
campaign for the White House on Thursday 
in the final act of a Republican National 
Convention marked by extraordinary atten- 
tion on running mate Sarah Palin. 

McCain, 72 and hoping to become the old- 
est first-term president in history, portrayed 
himself as a candidate who has a record of 
putting the good of the country before all 
else, and Democrat Barack Obama as just 


the opposite, in accepting the Republican 
nomination. 

“Change is coming,” McCain said in pre- 
pared remarks released in advance of his 
appearance Thursday night. “Again and 
again. I’ve worked with members of both 
parties to fix problems that need to be fixed. 
That’s how I will govern as president.” 

“I have that record and the scars to prove it,” 


McCain said. “Senator Obama does not.” 

The last night of the McCain-Palin con- 
vention marked the end of an intensive 
stretch of politics with the potential to 
reshape the race. 

The polls indicate a close race between 
McCain and Obama, at 47 a generation 
younger than his Republican opponent, with 
the outcome likely to be decided in scattered 
swing states in the industrial Midwest and 
the Southwest, (ap)

In court appearance, 
former lobbyist says 
he is a ‘broken man’ 

WASHINGTON | Jack Abramoff, the 
once powerful lobbyist at the heart 
of a far-reaching political corrup- 
tion scandal, was sentenced to 
four years in prison Thursday by a 
judge who said the case had shat- 
tered the public’s confidence in 
government. 

Abramoff, who fought back tears 
as he declared himself a broken man. 


appeared crestfallen as the judge 
handed down a sentence lengthier 
than prosecutors had sought. 

Over the past three years, 
Abramoff has come to symbolize 
corruption and the secret deals cut 
between lobbyists and politicians 
in back rooms or on golf courses 
or private jets. The scandal shook 
Washington and contributed to 
the Republicans’ loss of Congress 
in 2006. 

“I come before you as a broken 
man,” Abramoff said at his sentenc- 
ing before U.S. District Judge Ellen 



Segal Huvelle. 
“I’m not the same 
man who happily 
and arrogantly 
engaged in a life- 
style of political 
and business cor- 
ruption.” 

He added later 
that, “My name is the butt of a joke, 
the source of a laugh and the title 
of a scandal.” 

Already two years into a prison 
term from a separate case in Flor- 
ida, Abramoff, 49, will have spent

about six years in prison by the time 
he is released, far longer than he and 
his attorneys expected for a man 
who became the key FBI witness 
in his own corruption case. 

With Abramoff s help, the Jus- 
tice Department has won corrup- 
tion convictions against former 
Rep. Bob Ney, R-Ohio, former 
Deputy Interior Secretary J. Ste- 
ven Griles and several Capitol Hill 
aides.Because of that cooperation, 
the Justice Department said lit- 
tle in court while urging leniency.

Army Suicides 
Could Hit New 
High This Year 

WASHINGTON! Soldier suicides this 
year could surpass the record rate 
of last year. Army officials said 
Thursday, urging military leaders 
at all levels to redouble prevention 
efforts. As of the end of August, 
there were 62 confirmed suicides 
among active duty soldiers and 
Guard and Reserve troops called to 
active duty, officials said. Another 
31 deaths appear to be suicides but 
are still being investigated. 

If all are confirmed, that means 
that the number for 2008 could 
eclipse the 115 of last year — and 
the rate per 100,000 could surpass

O.J. Simpson Back on Trial

Conviction on robbery 
charges could send 
him to prison for life 

LAS VEGAS I Once upon a time, 
O.J. Simpson was a national sports 
hero, showered with adulation and 
endorsement eontraets. He was the 
“Juiee” — a Hall of Fame football 
star, aetor, TV eommentator and 
pitehman with a beautiful wife, two 
ehildren and a Rolls Royee. 

But the stabbing death of his 
ex-wife more than 14 years ago 
makes those early days seem a life- 
time away. It was a life before allega- 
tions of murder, robbery and kidnap- 
ping, before the world he knew ended 
and a new, darker one began. 

The next ehapter unfolds Mon- 
day in a Las Vegas eourtroom, 
where Simpson and eo-defendant 
Clarenee “C. J.” Stewart go on trial 
on armed robbery and kidnapping 
eharges. A eonvietion eould send 
them to prison for life. 

Simpson, 61, is aeeused of lead- 
ing an odd eolleetion of eharaeters, 
ineluding three eonvieted erimi- 
nals, to a easino hotel room, where 
they were eharged with holding 


two sports eolleetibles dealers at 
gunpoint and taking memorabilia 
that Simpson maintains belonged 
to him. 

Simpson has said he was trying 
to retrieve personal belongings and 
family heirlooms, that he didn’t ask 
anyone to bring guns, and that he 
didn’t know anyone was armed. 

But four of the five men who 
aeeompanied him have pleaded 


guilty and agreed to testify against 
Simpson. 

Some believe the new trial will 
be shadowed by the past. 

“I think the publie is going to 
see and hear what they want to and 
hope that he is eonvieted,” said Jerry 
Reisman, an attorney who repre- 
sented Simpson on business matters 
“It’s going to be diffieult for O.J. to 
get a fair trial.” linda deutsch (ap)

Officials say inmates 
will be hard to handle 
if they lose TV signal 

COLUMBIA, S.C. I The big switch 
to digital TV has prison officials 
scrambling to keep one of the most 
important peacekeeping tools in 
prisons across the nation — broad- 
cast television. 

When the nation’s broadcasters 
switch from analog to digital sig- 
nals next Feb. 17, televisions that 
aren’t hooked up to cable, satellite 
or a converter box will be reduced 
to static. While TV might seem like 
an undeserved luxury for inmates, 
prison officials and inmates say the 
tube does more than fill idle hours 
— it provides a sense of normalcy 
and is a bargaining chip to encour- 
age good behavior. 

The TV industry has spent 
months preparing consumers for 
the switch, running ads and offering 
government-funded coupons that 
can be redeemed for the converter 
boxes needed to display the digital 


signal on older TVs. But officials 
worry that prisoners may be left to 
stare at blank screens because they 
don’t qualify for the coupons. 

“They won’t give us the switch- 
es,” said South Carolina Corrections 


Department Director Jon Ozmint. 
“We asked them for the coupons, 
and they said they’re only available 
for households. I said. We’re the big 
house.’ But they didn’t buy it.” 

In Florida, corrections depart- 


ment spokeswoman Gretl Plessinger 
said officials are asking for dona- 
tions for the digital boxes and could 
buy the converters themselves. 


Officials say 
TV helps to 
keep the peace 
in the nation’s 
prison system. 


But that’s something that may 
need legislators’ approval because 
Florida law bars spending money on 
perks like cable TV for inmates. “It’s 
important because it’s an inmate 
idleness issue,” Plessinger said. 
“[We’re] concerned about inmates’ 
acting up if they’re bored.” 

Norris Henderson, who spent 27 
years in prison, said it’s a myth that 
inmates idle away the day watching 
soap operas and game shows. 

“If anything has a priority [on 
the televisions], it’s the news,” Hen- 
derson said. JIM DAVENPORT (AP)

Resigns 

Kilpatrick to serve 
4 months in jail, pay 
$1M in restitution 

D E T R 0 1 T I Mayor Kwame Kilpatrick 
pleaded guilty to a pair of felony 
obstruction charges in a sex-and- 
misconduct scandal and resigned 
from office after months of defi- 
antly holding onto his job leading 
the llth-largest U.S. city. 

The plea deal on Thursday brings 
to an end a seven-month-long sex scan- 
dal that led to felony charges against 
Kilpatrick and plunged the city, region 
and state into political chaos. 

As part of the deal, the 38-year- 
old Democrat is to serve four 
months in jail and five years of 
probation, and pay $1 million in 
restitution over the probationary 
period. Payments from his state 
pension must be assigned to the 
city of Detroit toward the restitu- 
tion. He also cannot run for any 
elected office for five years and 
loses his law license. 

The married mayor and his for- 
mer top aide, Christine Beatty, were 
charged in March with perjury, mis- 
conduct and obstruction of justice. 
They’re accused of lying under oath 
about an affair and their roles in the 
firing of a deputy police chief 

City Council President Ken 
Cockrel Jr. will succeed Kilpatrick 
as mayor until a special election is 

held. (AP)

Cheney: Georgia Will Enter NATO 


Vice president decries 
Russia’s use of force in 
former Soviet republic 

KIEV, UKRAINE I Vice President Dick 
Cheney insisted that Georgia will 
join NATO and backed its attempts 
to rebuild from its war with Russia 
on Thursday, using a trip to former 
Soviet republics as a show of support 
for their pro-Western leaders. 

Cheney flew to Kiev from Geor- 
gia, where he denounced Russia’s 
“illegitimate, unilateral attempt” to 


redraw Georgia’s borders by force. 

“Georgia will be in our alliance,” 
Cheney said while standing along- 
side Georgian President Mikhail 
Saakashvili, whose pro-Western gov- 
ernment has sought to join NATO 
despite Russian opposition. 

Russian officials have repeatedly 
said U.S. military aid was instru- 
mental in emboldening Georgia to 
try to retake South Ossetia by force 
on Aug. 7. The attack sparked five 
days of fighting and resulted in 
Russian forces driving into South 
Ossetia and on into Georgia.

Speaking in Moscow, Konstantin 
Kosachyov, head of foreign affairs 
committee in the Kremlin-con- 
trolled lower house, accused Cheney 
of trying to forge an “anti-Russian 
axis.” “It’s Cheney who was behind 
all recent events on the former Sovi- 
et turf,” Kosachyov said. 

The vice president’s trip was 
intended as a signal that the U.S. 
will continue cultivating close ties 
with Georgia and its neighbors, even 
after Russia showed it was willing to 
use military force against countries 
along its border, maria danilova (ap)

Lengthy Thai Protest Turns Festive 


ISLAMABAD, PAKISTAN I A deadly 
American-led raid on a Pakistani 
village embarrassed the government 
and eroded support for the pro-U.S. 
presidential front-runner Thursday, 
just days before the election. 

Furor continued to mount over 
the foreign ground assault inside 
Pakistan against a suspected Tali- 
ban haven. The government sum- 
moned the U.S. ambassador for a 
protest, while Parliament passed 
resolutions of condemnation. 

In news likely to stoke more 
anger, officials said a missile strike 
was suspected in a blast Thursday 
that killed at least four people in 
North Waziristan, where Osama bin 
Laden and his deputy are thought 
to be hiding. Previous such strikes 
have been blamed on the U.S. 

The Wednesday raid has com- 
plicated life for presidential hopeful 
Asif Ali Zardari and his Pakistan 
People’s Party heading into Satur- 
day’s vote to elect a successor to ex- 
President Pervez Musharraf Many 
Pakistanis blame the party’s U.S. 
ties for fueling violence by Islamic 
militants, nahal toosi (ap) 


Anti-government rally 
boasts massages, free 
food on the 10th day 

BANGKOK, THAILAND | Once only 
open to the ruling elite, Thailand’s 
stately Government House has 
turned into a cross between a refu- 
gee camp and a fairground. 

Thousands of anti-government 
protesters occupying the prime 
minister’s office compound have 
set up a fully functioning tent com- 
munity with free food donated by 


Bangkok eateries, outdoor showers, 
entertainment, massages and lots 
of manicured shrubs for hanging 
laundry to dry. 

The siege, in its 10 th day Thurs- 
day, is aimed at forcing Prime Min- 
ister Samak Sundaravej to resign. 
The demonstrators have not yet 
succeeded in kicking him out of 
office, but they have certainly kept 
him out his office. 

To ease the kinks caused by 
round-the-clock protesting, mas- 
sages are available under the shade 
of palm trees for $3 per hour. 


In a live radio broadcast Thurs- 
day, Samak called the situation 
a national embarrassment and 
refused to step down — drawing 
boos and jeers from thousands of 
protesters fanning themselves on 
lawn chairs outside his office. 

“I am outside and can’t work 
properly,” Samak said, his speech 
broadcast from a sound stage set up 
on the Government House lawn. 

The protests mark the first time 
in Thailand’s history that civilians 
have overrun the seat of govern- 
ment.

Scientist Cites Construction

Nearly four months after China’s 
devastating May 12 earthquake, 
a government scientist acknowl- 
edged Thursday that a rush to build 
schools in recent years likely led to 
construction flaws causing so many 
of them to collapse. It was the first 
official admission that low building 
standards may have been behind 
the deaths of thousands of chil- 
dren. Critics had raised questions 
about shoddy construction after the 
7.9 -magnitude quake killed nearly 
70,000 people. (AP)

Face-Lift 
For Abu 
Ghraib 

Portion of notorious 
prison near Baghdad 
will become museum 

BAGHDADI Iraq is planning to give 
the notorious Abu Ghraib prison a 
face-lift, complete with a museum 
documenting Saddam Hussein’s 
crimes, though not abuses com- 
mitted there by U.S. guards, the 
government said Thursday. 

The government said the sprawl- 
ing prison complex, which has not 
held prisoners since 2006, will be 
refurbished in order to accept new 
inmates in about a year. 

A section of the 280 -acre prison 
just west of Baghdad will be con- 
verted into the museum, featuring 
exhibitions of execution chambers 
and torture tools used by Saddam’s 
regime, including an iron chain used 
to tie prisoners together. 

“There is evidence of the crimes 
[Saddam committed], such as the 
hooks used to dangle prisoners, 
tools used to beat and torture pris- 
oners and ... the execution cham- 
bers in which 50 or 100 people 
were killed at once,” Deputy Justice 
Minister Busho Ibrahim, told The 
Associated Press. 

But the Iraqi government has 
no plans for the museum to include 
displays dedicated to the U.S. mil- 
itary abuse scandal that erupted 
in 2004. 

“That was nothing compared to 
what Saddam has done,” Ibrahim

Police said the woman was dis- 
covered by a relative in the 8900 
block of Seven Locks Road, in a 
neighborhood just outside the Capi- 
tal Beltway. Police did not release 
the woman’s name but said she was 
in her 60s. 

Her home appeared to have been 
burglarized, and her car is missing.

Tough parental notification 
rules at Frostburg State Univer- 
sity have helped slash alcohol vio- 
lations at the western Maryland 
school, says President Jonathan C. 
Gibralter, who won national recog- 
nition for his efforts this week. 

The school’s policies include 
notifying parents of alcohol viola- 
tions and bringing students before 
a university judicial board even if 
they were arrested off-campus. 


Frostburg State officials credit 
those policies with an 89 percent 
plunge in second offenses after 
the rules were implemented in 
1998-99. 

Off-campus citations dropped 
39 percent after Gibralter extended 
the policies to off-campus arrests 
last year. 

“Clearly, working with parents 
gets the message out,” Gibralter 
said. “If your mom or dad calls 
you up and says, Tf I hear anoth- 
er word that you’re out of line, 
you’re out of school,’ I think 
that probably has an impact.”

Back-to-School 
Sales Disappoint 


Analyst: Lack of hot 
trends, poor economy 
help explain results 

NEW YORK I When it came to buy- 
ing their children new jeans and 
trendy tops, parents held the line: 
They focused on basics at discount- 
ers and waited for the best deals, 
resulting in weak August sales 
at many stores. That’s a bad sign 
for the holiday season as families 
may be just as cautious with their 
gift-giving. 

Even lower gas prices may not 
offer retailers much relief in the 
months ahead, as shoppers are still 
seeing personal incomes fall and 
food prices remain high. In fact, 
Wal-Mart Stores Inc., the world’s 
largest retailer, as well as ware- 
house club operators such as Costco 
Wholesale Corp. remain among the 
few bright spots as shoppers focus 
on the lowest prices. 

“Consumers are feeling pres- 
sured economically,” said Stifel 
Nicolaus & Co. analyst Richard 
Jaffe. But he added that what’s also 
hurt business is the lack of new 
trends to excite teens. 


“What you have in your closet is 
certainly adequate. And that’s not 
satisfying for retailers and teens,” 
he added. “The fear is that they stay 
in flip-flops.” 

Ken Perkins, president of 
research company RetailMetrics 
LLC, agreed that shoppers remain 
focused on price. “I don’t see any- 
thing changing anytime soon. Par- 
ents are still going to buy for Christ- 
mas, but it is definitely going to be 
less than last year.” 

As retailers reported their sales 
results Thursday, most mall-based 
apparel stores turned in sluggish 
results. Teen retailers that fared 
poorly included Wet Seal Inc., Aber- 
crombie & Fitch Co. and American 
Eagle Outfitters Inc. And high-end 
retailers Saks Inc. and Nordstrom 
Inc. posted weaker results as their 
affluent customers start to feel 
pinched. 

A report from the Labor Depart- 
ment offered more evidence of the 
weaker job market, a bad sign for 
consumer spending. The number 
of workers seeking unemployment 
benefits jumped unexpectedly last 
week, reversing three weeks of

Two foodies find bliss 
eating quesadillas at 
a Mexico City market 

IN TRAVEL I A cartload of bagged 
white corn kernels blocked the 
narrow aisle. A woman in an apron 
danced to salsa rhythms, shim- 
mying her hips seductively. Half 
a dozen guys with shopping bags 
stood still, frowning. 

I’d hit gridlock in the diffuse 
light of El Mercado de la Merced, 
Mexico City’s supersize, bigger- 
than-life, positively steroidal cen- 
tral market. “Just push,” my friend 
Nick urged behind me. 

Timidly, I jammed my hip into 
the small of a man’s back, and, pres- 
to, we all popped through the bot- 
tleneck like a cork launched from 
a magnum of champagne. 

I’d come to La Merced in search of 
the perfect traditional-market que- 
sadilla. I’ve been eating in Mexican 
markets for years, swooning over 
piles of cilantro-flecked shrimp at 
the archetypal Tostadas Coyoacan in 
the market near The Post’s bureau in 


southern Mexico City and gorging on 
all manner of grilled pork tacos. 

But I’d never nailed the con- 
summate quesadilla, a ubiquitous 
dish, a foundational Mexican treat 
made all the more complex by its 
utter simplicity. 

I needed help. And that’s why 
I called Nick Gilman. I call Nick 
the “professional urban dweller.” 
A transplanted New Yorker, he has 


lived most of the past 20 years in 
Mexico and knows this city’s hidden 
nooks. Last year, Nick self-published 
a book about his obsession — “Good 
Food in Mexico City: A guide to 
food stalls, fondas and fine dining” 
— that has developed a kind of cult 
following in the foodie world. 

I set a fast pace in La Merced, 
weaving past fragrant stalls piled 
with garlic and epazote, the pun- 


gent Mexican herb that is said to 
have taken its name from the Aztec 
words for “stinky animal.” But Nick 
is loitering. 

“Look at these!” he calls out, cup- 
ping to his nose a strange mushroom 
that looks a bit like a chanterelle, 
but denser. “French people would 
go crazy! So inexpensive.”

I catch a whiff of grilling meat. 
We must be close to the hidden que- 
sadilla stand Nick has been telling 
me about. I press on. And that’s 
when I meet Gerardo Ramirez. He 
nods approvingly as I plant myself 
on a plastic stool next to the counter 
at “Antojitos Dona Celia” — Dona 
Celia’s Snacks — a five-stool stand 
at the western edge of the market’s 
main building. 

The handwritten menu offers 
quesadillas with brains, quesadil- 
las with stewed pork stomach and 
quesadillas with pickled pork fat. 
I am feeling adventurous, but not 
that adventurous. I opt for a squash- 
flower quesadilla, and it doesn’t 
disappoint. Nick chooses a que- 
sadilla made with huitlacoche, an 
inky black corn fungus that smells 
of truffles and earth, and I’m grate- 
ful he lets me have a big bite. 

Folded over, my quesadilla is 
10 inches long, seared on a comal 

— a flat, cast-iron cooking surface 

— and blue, made from blue corn. 
Inside, the chewy white Oaxacan 
cheese — think string cheese, but 
not as dense or as salty — oozes to 
the edge of the tortilla. The squash 
flower has been toasted lightly, but 
not so much that it loses its clean, 
refreshing glint, a nice complement 
to the hint of salt in the cheese. I top 
it with Gerardo’s salsa, a silky puree 
of red chilies, onions and garlic. 

“The secret is the cheese — there 
are only one or two places in the whole 
city where you can get the real stuff, 
the real Oaxacan stuff,” Gerardo tells 
me. But I can barely focus. I was in 
quesadilla nirvana, manuel roig-fran-

A Century Team? 


Nationals must play 
better than they have 
to avoid 100-loss year 

NATIONALS I A year ago, the prog- 
nosticators said the Washington 
Nationals would be a historically 
bad team. They weren’t. 

This year, the Nats were sup- 
posed to be an even more improved 
squad. They have not been. 

Unable to so much as threaten 
to climb out of the National League 
East cellar, the team has but one 
statistical milestone remaining on 
the radar: 100 losses. The Nation- 
als (54-86 through Wednesday) are 
fighting with every bit of pride they 
have to avoid it. 

“I really don’t want to do it,” man- 
ager Manny Acta said. “I really don’t 


want to. I can always step back and 
say I’m not going to be the first one 
or the last one, and greater coaches 
than myself have lost 100. But I really 
don’t want to do it, and I think we’re 
going to push hard and try to win as 
many games as we can.” 

Through 140 contests, the 
Nats have won 39 percent of their 
games. To avoid the century mark, 
they must win nine of their final 
22 games, a winning percentage 
of .409. 

The last time a team lost 100 
games was 2006, when the small- 
market Tampa Bay Devil Rays (101) 
and the Kansas City Royals (100) 
both did so. It’s not a death knell for a 
franchise. The Rays are the improb- 
able leaders in the American League 
East this season. The Detroit Tigers 
lost 119 games in 2003 but were in 


the World Series by 2006. 

Still, it’s a badge of dishonor 
that can linger over a team and 
haunt players throughout the 
winter months. As the season is 
winding down, Acta has opted not 
to use it as a motivating tool, not

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outwardly. 

“I’m not walking around tell- 
ing everyone any of that,” he said. 
“I usually don’t bring up negative 
stuff to guys. I just try to make 


them better. But those are things 
that I keep personal inside of me. 
Like last year, trying to win more 
than the 35 games that everybody 
was saying we were going to win. 
I don’t come out publicly and say 
all of that.” 

Well into August, it seemed that 
the Nationals would lose 100 games 
easily. Even hitting 110 losses was 
not out of the question. But Ryan 
Zimmerman and Elijah Dukes got 
healthy, and Cristian Guzman got 
hot, and the team finished an 8-1 
homestand on Wednesday.

The junior quarterback entered 
fall practice as the presumed favor- 
ite to be Maryland’s starting quar- 
terback. Things didn’t go his way. 
Senior Jordan Steffy was named 
the starter, and Turner spent two 
days seriously contemplating trans- 
ferring to another school. 

“It was a pretty tough couple of 
days,” the California native said. 

Then three-quarters into the 
season-opening win over Delaware, 
Steffy went down. It was revealed 
that a ligament and a piece of bone 
had been pulled away from the bone 
on Steffy’s throwing hand. He’ll miss 
at least the next three weeks and will 
require offseason surgery. 

Coach Ralph Friedgen announced 
Wednesday that Turner would start 
Saturday at Middle Tennessee State 
and athletic junior Josh Portis would 
also play. The coach, who in recent 
weeks had praised Steffy often and 
enthusiastically, was less than effu- 
sive when asked how Turner had 
performed in practice. 

“He’s been OK,” Friedgen said. 

And so Turner, who helped the 
Terrapins to victories over two Top 10 
teams last season, returns to a 
unique situation. When Turner 
was made the backup, Friedgen 
said an informal poll of players 


had revealed two-thirds preferred 
Steffy as starter. 

“That may have hurt him a little 


bit,” center Edwin Williams said. 
“Right now, it’s his opportunity to 
come back and do what he has to 


do and make the best of it.” 

Williams insisted that the team 
has confidence in both quarterbacks 
and the switch changes the offen- 
sive approach very little. In relief of 
Steffy last week, he completed one 
of three passes for 11 yards. 

“It’s hard,” he said. “It’s almost 
like you didn’t earn it. It’s almost 
like you don’t deserve it.” 

But it’s his job now. And he’ll be 
counted on to supply the passing 
attack to match the running game, 
which racked up 271 yards on the 
ground in the opener. 

“It’s been a roller coaster, for 
sure,” he said. “I don’t know. Here

U.S. Prepares 
For Cuba Visit 


Americans are unsure 
of reception they’ll get 
in World Cup qualifier 

U.S. SOCCER I Landon Donovan 
took off his shirt and soaked in the 
South Florida sun as he walked off 
the field earlier this week, chuckling 
at the dozen or so college girls pho- 
tographing his every move. 

Don’t expect Donovan and the 
United States men’s soccer team to 
get such a friendly reception at their 
next stop: The national team’s first 
match in Cuba in 6l years. 

And don’t expect the U.S. to focus 
on anything but soccer, either. 

‘We’re not going there to be politi- 
cal,” Donovan said Monday. “I’m not 
going there to make any political 
statements. I’m going there to play 
and try to win. That [political] part 
of it is real, but the reason we’re there 
is to play soccer. And that’s what we 
have to remember.” 


The U.S. team held the first of 
four practices in this north Miami 
suburb as it prepared to play Cuba in 
a World Cup qualifier in Havana on 
Saturday. The Americans are com- 
ing off a 1-0 win over Guatemala 
and are heavily favored against a 
Cuban squad that lost to Trinidad 
and Tobago 3-1 in its opening semi- 
final qualifier on Aug. 20. 

The U.S. national team has trav- 
eled to Cuba only once, losing 5-2 in 
1947, although the under-20 team 
played in Havana in 1991 during 
the Pan American Games. 

Most U.S. fans won’t be able to 
attend the game because of the gov- 
ernment’s restrictions on travel to 
the communist nation, leaving the 
U.S. team unsure of what kind of 
reception it will receive. 

“I’m hoping it will be good,” Eddie 
Lewis said. “But certainly with the 
political situation between our two 
countries, we might hear a little more 
jeers.”

Frustration With 
Mystics Shows 


Some die-hard fans say 
they have some advice 
for the struggling team 

MYSTICS I It wasn’t long ago that 
team president Sheila Johnson 
ripped her team for not improving 
throughout 11 seasons in the league. 
But she’s not the only one offering 
scathing criticism of the club. 

At the 10-19 Mystics’ most recent 
home game — another loss — the 
team played in front of a sea of empty 
seats. Still, diehard season-ticket- 
holders showed up for the team, 
as they have for 11 years, nearly all 
of which have been dismal.

Ritchie’s comment points to the 
performance of GM Linda Har- 
grove. These fans almost universally 
gave Hargrove poor marks, saying 
she shuffles the team’s lineup too 
often, making questionable trade 
after trade. 

“Too many changes — it’s dis-

ruptive and makes it very hard for 
them to be cohesive.

I understand teams have ups and 
downs. However, we’ve been down 
and down — lower and lower and 
lower. So I don’t have the same

A Good Man 


Animator of ‘Peanuts’ 
television specials 
Bill Melendez dies 

REMEMBERED I Bill Melendez — the 
animator who gave life to Snoopy, 
Charlie Brown and other “Pea- 
nuts” characters in scores of mov- 
ies and TV specials — has died. He 
was 91. 

Melendez died of natural causes 


Tuesday at St. John’s Health Center 
in Santa Monica, Calif, according 
to publicist Amy Goldsmith. 

Melendez’s nearly seven decades 
as a professional animator began 
in 1938 when he was hired by Walt 
Disney Studios and worked on 
Mickey Mouse cartoons and classic 
animated features such as “Pinoc- 
chio” and “Fantasia.” 

He went on to animate TV 
specials such as “A Charlie Brown 


Christmas” and was the voice of 
Snoopy, who never spoke intelli- 
gible words but issued expressive 
howls, sighs and sobs. 

Melendez was born in 1916 in 
Hermosillo in the Mexican state of 
Sonora. He moved with his family 
to Arizona in 1928 and then to Los 
Angeles in the 1930s, attending the 
Chouinard Art Institute. 

Melendez took part in a strike 
that led to the unionization of Dis- 


ney artists in 1941 and later moved 
to Warner Bros., where he worked 
on Bugs Bunny, Porky Pig and Daffy 
Duck shorts. 

In 1948, Melendez left Warner 
Bros, and over the next 15 years 
worked as a director and producer 
on more than 1,000 commercials 
and movies for United Productions 
of America, Playhouse Pictures and 
John Sutherland Productions. 

At UPA, he helped animate 
“Gerald McBoing-Boing,” which 
won the 1951 Academy Award for 
best cartoon short. 

Melendez met “Peanuts” creator 
Charles M. Schulz in 1959 while cre- 
ating Ford Motor Co. TV commer- 
cials featuring Peanuts characters. 

The two became friends, and 
Melendez became the only person 
Schulz authorized to animate his 
characters. 

Melendez founded his own com- 
pany in 1964 and with his partner 
Lee Mendelson went on to produce, 
direct or animate about 70 “Pea- 
nuts” TV specials, four movies and 
hundreds of commercials. 

The first special was 1965’s “A 
Charlie Brown Christmas.” The 
show reportedly worried CBS 
because it broke so much new 
ground for a cartoon: It lacked a 
laugh track, used real children as 
voice actors and had a jazz score. 

However, the show was a ratings 
success and has gone on to become 
a Christmastime perennial. 

In all, his productions earned 19 
Emmy nominations, includ- 
ing six awards, (ap)

Somewhere in this mess is a thriller, but 
it got lost in thetranslation from a French 
novel.

BOTTLE SHOCK (PG-13, 103 minutes)

BRIDESHEAD REVISITED (PG-13, 135 
minutes) This feature-length version 
of Evelyn Waugh’s tale of homosexuality, 
class envy, God and redemption musthigh- 
lightcertainthemes, de-emphasizing oth- 
ers for the sake of brevity. Director Julian 
Jarrold’s take on the idea-rich novel has 
become a more narrowly focused story of 
a lovetriangle. Attheapex stands Charles

THE DARK KNIGHT (PG-13, 152 minutes) 
Heath Ledger’s performance is a subtle, 
nuanced piece of acting so powerful it 
banishes all memories of the handsome 
Aussie behind it. He’ssuppleof bodyand 
expressivewith only his eyes, and his voice 
has undulationsof irony and mockery and 
psychopathology. But when the Joker is 
absent, the film loses most of its energy

DEATH RACE (R, 89 minutes) It may not 
be possibleto makeafilm with less plot 
and moreaction without catalyzing some 
drastic change in the wholeform, like add- 
ing that disastrous last dollop of butterto 
adelicate French sauce. If a movie could 
drag its knuckles on the ground, this one 
would leave eight little tracks in the sand.

HAMLET 2 (R, 92 minutes) This dazzling 
little comedy seems, atfirst glance, to be 
having a lot offun with the stockfigures of 
the high school musical and inspiration- 
al teacherflicks. But Noah Sapperstein, 
a diminutive, ninth-grade drama crit- 
ic played by Shea Pepe, quotes French 
literary critic Roland Barthes and all but 
begs you to take the film seriously as 
social commentary.

HOUSE BUNNY (PG-13, 98 minutes) 
Anna Paris plays Shelley, who has just 
aged outof her rightto residency at the 
Playboy Mansion. She’s 27 (“59 in Bunny 
years!’’). And she will never realize her 
lifelong dream — to be a centerfold. So, 
poor Shelley is homeless, or she is until 
she recognizes her tribe, wandering into 
another mansion. But she can’t becomea 
shallow, dizzy sorority girl withoutenroll- 
ing. She can, however, become house 
mother to the Zekes, the lowliest sorority 
on campus, where misfits, social lepers, 
nerds and losers reside. This film from 
the Adam Sandlerfun factory starts with 
a series of obnoxious, dated stereotypes 
and never quite flips them into something 
positive.

MAMMA MIA! (PG-13, 103 minutes) 
The brassy, bawdy musical presents 
itself as a piece of clever counter-pro- 
gramming to this summer’s surfeit of 
pounding, effects-driven comic-book 
movies. But filmgoers are likely to feel 
just as bludgeoned, in this case, by an 


Abba-bomb wrapped in a huge tur- 
quoise-colored feather boa. That’s not 
to say that fun isn’t to be had; Streep 
is a wonderment, belting her way to 
another winning performance, (ah) 
MAN ON WIRE (PG-13, 94 minutes) This 
documentary opens with a grainy black- 
and-white reenactment of the events of 
Aug. 7, 1974, when French high-wireart- 
ist Philippe Petit and a group of friends 
famously pulled off acoup at the newly 
built World Trade Center.

between shapeless action sequences 
and humorless repartee. Archaeologist/ 
tomb-raider Rick O’Connell (Brendan 
Fraser) and his adventurer-writer wife, 
Evelyn (Maria Bello), live in bored retire- 
ment in 1946 England. They’re thrilled 
when the government asks them to deliver 


a priceless gem to a Shanghai museum. 
Meanwhile, their son, Alex (Luke Ford), 
has gone on a dig in China, discovering 
theemperor’s mummy encased in a huge

PINEAPPLE EXPRESS (R, 113 minutes) 
Judd Apatow’s latest production stars 
co-writer Seth Rogen as loser Dale 
Denton, a process-server with a girlfriend 
who’s still in high school and a lifestyle 
that revolves around two things: getting 
wasted and staying wasted. When Dale 
witnesses a brutal crime, he runs straight 
to his dealer, Saul (James Franco), and 
soon the two are on the lam from cor- 
rupt police, a cold-blooded drug king- 
pin and members of a ruthless Asian 
gang.

Farmers grow pesky 
plants for use in a 
biodiesel experiment 

The request caught dairy farmer 
Brian Ziehm off guard: Would he 
devote an acre of his fields near 
the Vermont line this fall to grow 
stinkweed? 

“It was, like, ‘What the heck? 
I’ve been trying to get rid of these 
things for 30 years. Now you want 
me to plant them?”’ 

But Ziehm happily agreed to 
grow the hardy weed called field 
pennycress — a.k.a. stinkweed — 
to help test a potential new source 
of fuel for the booming biodiesel 
market. A handful of fields across 
upstate New York will be planted 
with pennycress later this month 
under the pilot program launched 
by an Albany-based biodiesel com- 
pany, Innovation Fuels Inc. 

Past promises of cheap fuel 
grown on American soil have some- 
times become stuck in the weeds, 
if you will, as prices for commodi- 
ties like corn and soybean oil rose. 
But a number of researchers now 
believe that this winter weed with 
oily little seeds has an advantage 
in that it is not a food crop. 

“Our intention is to create a crop 
that has a niche and does not dis- 
place anything else that is already 
growing,” said Steve Vaughn, a 
plant physiologist with the National 
Center for Agricultural Utilization 


Research in Peoria, 111. 

Biodiesel, as the name implies, 
is a fuel derived from vegetable oils 
or animal fats that can power diesel 
engines and be used for heating. It 
also can be blended with petroleum 
diesel. Biodiesel production has 
skyrocketed with the spike in fos- 
sil fuel prices, from 25 million gal- 
lons in 2004 to 500 million gallons 
last year, according to the National 
Biodiesel Board. 

Biodiesel can be produced from 
animal fat, used cooking oil and a 
host of plants, though most biodie- 
sel in the United States comes from 
soybean oil. Soybeans, like corn, are

a commodity in demand for both 
food and fuel. Prices for soybean 
oil have more than doubled since 
2005, giving the industry added 
incentive to experiment with other 
potential sources of fuel. 

“The rise in commodity prices 
has really driven us to focus on

other alternatives,” said John Fox, 
Innovation’s chief executive offi- 
cer. Innovation relies primarily on 
animal fat to make biodiesel at its 
Newark, N. J. refinery. 

As biodiesel researchers look 
for ways to increase soybean yields, 
they also are looking at alternative 
fuel sources ranging from winter 
canola to algae. A few promising 
candidates are weeds, which are

attractive to researchers for the 
same reasons they exasperate sub- 
urban homeowners: They sprout 
fast, and they are aggressive. 

Farmers in warmer climates 
around the world are looking at a 
plant called jatropha, and in Ore- 
gon this summer, they are planting 
camelina sativa, sometimes called 
false flax. 

Researchers at the Center for 


Agricultural Utilization Research 
stumbled on pennycress a few years 
ago after noticing it growing wild. 
They soon found it had potential 
biodiesel benefits: The little seeds 
are 36 percent oil, it’s easy to har- 
vest and has potential for a high 
yield per acre. 

Vaughn said what really sepa- 
rates pennycress from some other 
plants is that it’s a “winter annual.” 
Farmers plant in the fall and harvest 
in May or June. That could allow 
them to “double crop”— penny- 
cress in the winter complementing 
a summer crop. 

Fox added that paying farmers for 
growing pennycress could insulate 
them from commodity price swings. 
Innovation is doing test-plantings on 
Ziehm’s Tiashoke Farm in Easton, 
N.Y., another in Washington County 
and two more in central New York. 
Morrisville State College is growing 
another plot. If things go well this 
winter. Innovation may approach 
more farmers next winter. 

Don’t plan on powering your 
diesel car with weed power just 
yet, though. Alan Weber, a senior 
adviser for the National Biodiesel 
Board, said that even if pennycress 
distinguishes itself, it could take 
years for it to become widespread
